Gail Nowlan knew something was wrong with her one- 
year-old son - the problem was rinding a physician who 
would trust a mother’s instinct. 

From the time her son could walk, he dragged his leg. 
His knees and ankles were flushed red and swollen and he 
always seemed to be crying. And if that wasn’t enough, he 
was forever picking up infections. 

“We took him to several doctors to see what it could be 
but no one thought anything was wrong - I guess they 
thought children can be contrary and that’s why he cried," 
Nowlan said. 

But her son, Joshua, only got worse. He couldn’t seem 
to walk properly. 

She took him to Olds twice to see if an outreach 
paediatrician could help and on the second visit, the 
doctor watched Joshua play and had the answer. 

“She told me he had juvenile arthritis ... I had never 
heard of it before. I had no idea children could even get 
arthritis,” Nowlan said. 

“It’s something you usually associate with grandma and 
grandpa.” 

She’s not alone. In fact, few Canadians know children 
can suffer from arthritis. A recent national survey by the 
Arthritis Society found four out of five people know 
nothing about the condition and yet it affects one in 1,000 
Canadian under 16. 

Juvenile arthritis is thought to occur when the body’s 
immune system doesn’t work properly and attacks 
healthy body tissue - causing continuous inflammation. A 
rare form can affect organs, including the heart, lungs, 
kidneys and brain. 

Dr. Claire LeBlanc, a paediatric rheumatologist at the 
Stollery Children’s Hospital in Edmonton, said if left 
untreated more aggressive types of arthritis cause 
crooked elbows, fingers and uneven legs. 

Parents and physicians need to be more aware of 
juvenile arthritis so infants can be sent to specialists 
before joints become deformed, LeBlanc said. 

“We are getting ample patients but we suspect there are 
a lot more out there that need to be recognized and sent 
to us ... if doctors know there is something wrong with 
the child but are not sure what it is, they need to get them 
to a paediatrician.” 

Joshua is now a playful, athletic six-year-old kid. 

There is not much to separate him from the other kids

at school, other than anti-inflammatory pills or travels to 
the Alberta Children's Hospital for blood tests and check¬ 
ups.

Odd, senseless and alarming - that’s what councillors 
are calling a riding shuffle that would carve Didsbury in 
two. 

The interim report from the Alberta Electoral 
Boundaries Commission released in February, proposes 
the community be divided into two constituencies. 

Residents living in Valarosa Crossing would belong to 
the Rocky Mountain House-Olds riding, while the larger 


southern half joins with Carstairs-Roekyview. 

The new boundaries - which would also divide 
Mountain View County into three unequal parts - has 
town officials shaking their heads. 

“I don’t get it. Why would they scatter the region in 
three different directions ... it looks like they totally 
ignored trading areas," said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

His greatest concern is what tiie shuffle could mean for 
this town. The dividing line - down Highway 582 - puts 
one half of the community at the top of one riding and the 
bottom of another. See Boundaries p3 


“... And he gets sick often because of his immune 
system. If there is something going around, he’ll get it. 
Otherwise, he’s fine,” Nowlan said. 

Though she worries about what the future will hold for 
Joshua. 

Research has shown her that some conditions get worse 
as the child ages. Nowlan also questions the safety of 
using anti-inflammatory long term. 

“I have no idea what will happen and that’s not a pleas¬ 
ant place to be in as a parent. It’s hard. You don’t want this 
for your child."

Didsbury Preschool sees red over funding loss

The Didsbury Preschool could close 
next September, just a year after the new 
building was showcased to the communi¬ 
ty. 

Teacher Cherrie Crawford said the 
board is cancelling programs this year and 
could temporarily shut the doors to the 
facility in September to make up for a 
funding shortfall. 

“1 can’t imagine telling all the residents 
and businesses who helped us open this 
building that we’re sorry but we can’t 
operate anymore,” she said. 

“It’s a shame, but we are going to have 
to make up (the money) somewhere." 

The Didsbury Preschool opened on 
Sept. 26 after the community donated 
$88,181 towards its construction. The 
school applied for a Family and 
Community Support Services (FCSS) 
grant shortly thereafter to help cover the 
costs of running the new building but was 
turned down by the Community Services 
Board earlier this month. 

The board - a panel of volunteers who 
recommend to councillors how to divvy 
up FCSS funds - also denied the 
preschool’s appeal. 

Colin Creighton, chair for the 
Community Services board said Mountain 
View FCSS already provided the school 
with about $2,800 in funding, leaving little 
left for the local branch to cover, as per 
their policy. 

He said board members were also con¬ 
cerned that the school has become 
dependent on FCSS grants. The organiza¬ 
tion has been receiving funds for 20 years. 


“That’s a long time ... we are hoping the 
preschool can lean on (new) resources so 
we can help other groups ... we’ve had a 
lot of requests this year," he said. 

Ten community organizations have 
applied for a total $70,000 in funding and 
four have been approved so far, including 
DOSCA, Heroes/H2 Program. Mountain 
View Community Literacy and Chinook’s 
Edge School Division 

Inspiring Change, Peer Supports for 
Abused Women, an organization that 
helps local women with abuse and self- 
esteem issues, was denied the grant dol¬ 
lars along with the Didsbury Preschool. 
But Inspiring Change director, Andrea 
Silverstone remains positive this month as 
the Community Services Board reconsid¬ 
ers the non-profit’s request for over 
$13,000. 

Crawford, who received the school’s 
second rejection letter last week, said she 
is shocked they were turned down again. 

“We got money from the county to cover 
40 per cent of our kids - our rural children 
- but that leaves 60 per cent of town kids 
that we don’t have money for,” she said. 

“It’s very late in the year to find other 
(grants)... and our parents are fundraised 
out. We are really, really scared this 
means we can’t open our doors (next 
fall)." 

The preschool board has already can¬ 
celled physical education days at the 
Memorial Complex for the remainder of 
the year and into next fall and plan to look 
at other ways to trim costs. 

Tara Windsor, president of the Didsbury 
Preschool, said they also intend to make 
one last appeal to town council in hopes 
they will overturn the Community Service 


Board’s decision. 

But it could be a tough sell. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said councillors 
sided with the initial decision by the 
Community Services Board because they 
believe it’s time for the preschool to sup¬ 
port itself. 

“There is another preschool in town that 
runs totally independently and covers all 
it’s cost through fees ... So should taxpay¬ 
ers really be in the game of supporting 


one (preschool) and not the other when 
the other should be able to exist on its 
own?” he said. 

“Council felt no, (taxpayers) should 
not,” he said. 

Wittal said the group is welcome to 
make a second appeal to council if they 
have new information or can show the 
need for the town to continue to fund, 
“and it would be up to each councillor to 
make a decision on that.”

They also questioned 
the “disregard” for trading 
areas and regions bound 
by similar issues. 

Coun. Bob Davidson 
called the report disturb¬ 
ing and odd. He still has 
questions about how the 
boundaries were decided 
hut suspects there was 
some political sway. 

It looks like they got 
“ridings that will stay 
Conservative but meet 
requirements of the law 
for rules about lower pop¬ 
ulations ... it doesn’t meet 
the intent of proportional 
representation,” he said. 

“Certainly I am not the 
only one concerned." 

Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills MLA Richard Marz 
has heard the discontent 
front municipality and 
county representatives in 
the last week and is gear¬ 
ing up to present a new 
proposal to them this 
week. 

“It looked as if they (the 


commission) used con¬ 
nector roads as boundary 
roads and that’s not the 
solution ... it ignores 
municipal agreements, 
trading patterns and 
regions with similar 
issues,” Marz said. 

He believes the key is 
keeping ridings mostly as 
they are and extending (he 
borders into regions that 
can afford to give up 
space. 

Airdrie-Chestermere is 
12,000 beyond a required 
25 per cent population 
variance and could give up 
communities in the MD of 
Rockyview, including 
Beiseker, Dalroy. 

Delacour and Irricana. 

The MLA of Airdrie- 
Chesteremere, Rob 

Anderson, has already 
said he would agree to 
give up a portion of his 
riding to Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills, according to 
Marz. 

“He knew he had to 


reduce his numbers and I 
have to increase mine ... 
and this would keep con¬ 
stituencies intact,” he 
said. 

Counter-proposals for 
the first draft of the 
boundary lines are being 
collected by the electoral 
commission until April 2. 


“These are big areas we 
are a part of and I worry 
we’ll be left out. We are 
kind of in no man's land ... 
I am thinking I may have 
to jump up and down to 
get an ear and that’s not a 
good thing.” 

During a council meet¬ 
ing last Tuesday, represen¬ 
tatives wondered whether 
the commission met its 
own requirements to con¬ 
sider “wherever possible, 
the existing municipal 
boundaries" or the “com¬ 
mon community interests 
and organizations.”

Seniors driving a 
complicated issue

T he Canadian Medical 

Association has reopened 
the debate over seniors 
driving and whether governments 
should put special restrictions on 

With Canada’s senior popula¬ 
tion becoming an ever-larger pail of the overall pop¬ 
ulation, the debate affects not only millions of cur¬ 
rent drivers but also millions more who w ill become 
seniors over the next decade. 

Whether solutions can be found that will maintain 
the rights of seniors while at the same time protect¬ 
ing the general public remains very much an open 
question. 

“The ability to drive safely decreases with age, 
because of a growing list of medical conditions that 
can affect fitness to drive,” the CMA said. “Not 
being able to drive may lead to social isolation, a 
loss of independence and even a deterioration in 
health. 

“Just as planning for job retirement is the social 
norm, we should be planning for driving retirement 
by creating programs to help seniors drive safely for 
as long as possible and, when they can’t, to help 
them get around.” 

Noting the fact that only governments using stan¬ 
dardized driving assessments can be responsible for 
revoking a driver’s licence, the CMA is suggesting 
that the reverse graduated licence system now used 
in some jurisdictions be adopted by all provinces. 

Such licences limit nighttime driving, the use of 
four-lane highways, and driving during rush-hour 
traffic times. 

In order to help seniors who are no longer able to 
drive, the CMA is suggesting governments work 
with health authorities, community groups and oth¬ 
ers to provide alternative transportation options. 

Such alternatives could include tax or financial 
incentives for people who carpool, and increases in 
subsidies for shuttle vans services. 

“Without such programs, our seniors may find 
themselves in nursing homes prematurely, at signif¬ 
icant personal and public expense,” the CMA said. 

There’s no question that it won’t be cheap to pay 
for the additional services for seniors who are no 
longer able to drive. In fact, the cost will certainly 
be in the millions of dollars. 

Yet there is one ready solution to the funding 
crunch and that has to do with another segment of 
the Canadian driving population: the drunk driver. 

The current first time minimum fine for an 
impaired driving conviction Ls $1,000. Why not 
make the first time fine, say, $10,000 and put some 
or all the prtx-eeds into alternative transportation 
projects for seniors? 

Why not give every senior in Canada free taxi 
service year round for life and make drunk drivers 
foot the bill? 

That would make tilings easier on the seniors and 
on the public purse, while at the same time giving 
drunk drivers something to think while they hand 
over their hard earned cash.

In marriage, there’s no 
such thing as an equal bal¬ 
ance of power - and the 
men who have it, need to 
learn not to abuse it. 

That’s the message of 
Norman Quantz, marriage 
counsellor and first-time 
author of It's nil about 
power and control, why 
marriages Jail apart and 
what it takes to put them 
bark together again. 

“I believe men, women, 
seniors and children all 
have equal value as human 
beings and need to be 
treated that way ... but we 
all have different levels of 
power too and that needs 
to be realized," he said. 

Quantz has travelled 
across Canada speaking 


on the issue of control and 
believes all types of abuse, 
from physical to spiritual, 
can be whittled down to 
power. 

Take the nice husband 
and the anxious wife - a 
characteristic he sees in a 
few of his patients, he 
said. 

When you try to figure 
out what the problem is in 
the relationship, the wife 
defends her husband to 
the core. He’s the nice guy, 
the one everybody likes. 
He's not the problem, 
she’ll tell you, Quantz 
said. 

But then why is she anx¬ 
ious? Why doesn’t she 
want to ride with her hus¬ 
band in the car or leave 
him with the children? 

“He’s probably withhold¬ 
ing something, intimacy or 
depth in a relationship, 


and after a while his nice¬ 
ness becomes putrid," 
Quantz said. 

“She’s living with this 
but can’t tell anyone the 
problem because who 
would believe her? She 
now has no one to lean on, 
she’s uptight and she’s 
anxious and he’s still liv¬ 
ing life its he always has.” 

As a councillor, Quantz 
hopes he can help couples 
recognize abuse and 
change the way power is 
being used so it’s no 
longer a problem. The 
self-help book is intended 
to do the same. 

Quantz, who grew up in 
Didsbury and started his 
counselling practice in the 
community nearly a 
decade ago, will be 
launching his new book at 
the Didsbury Library this 
Thursday from 6 to 8 p.m

Civic centre on drawing board Newspapers win awards

Designs for a new civic centre are in the 
works this month as the town prepares to 
launch the project. 

Since 2008, officials have been looking 
to create a multi-use building on the site of 
the old high school, across from Ross Ford 
Elementary and the Didsbury Museum. 

By the end of March, the town should 
have a sketch of the new facility and an 
idea of the price tag from project manager, 
Scott Builders Inc., said Mayor Brian 
Wittal, also chair of the building commit¬ 
tee. 

“We have to do all this preliminary work 


- hiring a project manager and designing 
the building - if we want to get funding ... 
nothing is set in stone yet though," he said. 

“If we don’t get the money for it, we may 
have to put this on hold or scrap it all 
together." 

The civic centre, which could include a 
new library, after-school care centre and 
community engagement station, is costing 
the town $100,000 for the first phase 
design work. 

Town officials say they hope the invest¬ 
ment will help the project move forward 
with a potential completion date of early 
2013. The second phase of the project will 
be the expansion of the town office into 
what could be the former library.

Didsbury takes up 
wellness challenge

Over 100 people turned out to join 
this community's first Wellness 
Challenge at the Memorial Complex 
last Wednesday. 

“It was amazing. We had no idea 
we’d get this many people, as you 
could probably tell by the chaos," 
said Leah Hasselberg, chronic dis¬ 
ease manager at the Primary Care 
Network. 

Health experts, who were waiting 
to hand out pedometers or take 
blood pressure, were overwhelmed 
by the amount of people looking to 
join the event. 

“We had to grab a number of peo¬ 
ple who came to sign up - a personal 
trainer and a paramedic - to help out 
because things were so busy," 
Hasselberg said. 

The challenge, launched by the 
Primary Health Network, has partici¬ 
pants listen in on seminars about 
healthy eating, Fitness and stress, 
while encouraging them to get active 
and eat right. People can earn points 
for prizes, depending on how well 
they do. 

“This started in the hospital and it 
worked so well that we thought to 
involve the whole community ... we 
hope this will help people learn to 


take care of themselves so they can 
prevent illnesses like diabetes, high 
blood pressure and obesity." 

Both men and women signed up, 
although women outnumbered men 
by 100. People are also continuing to 
call in looking to join the event, 
according to Hasselberg. 

Nancy Blaine, went to the 
Wednesday registration, and said she 
couldn’t believe this opportunity was 
available to niral residents. 

“I mean something like this would 
cost $25 a week in a big city. This is 
$25 for the whole thing . . and its 
great. It encourages us all to get out¬ 
doors," she said. 

Cecile Graves, who turned out to 
bolster her stamina, agreed the cost 
is a great incentive to join, though 
she's also attracted to the social ele¬ 
ment. 

“1 think we will be able to meet 
new people or work out with friends 
and if you are working or at home all 
the time, you don’t usually get the 
chance to do that.” 

Neither Blaine nor Graves say they 
are prepared to wrap up the event by 
taking part in the Didsbury and 
C’arstairs triathlon at the end of the 
challenge. 

“No way ... 1 think 1 will pass on 
that last part," Blaine said, chuck¬ 
ling.

LOIS E. SHANNON 

Lois E. Shannon (nee Cunningham) was born in 
Didsbury, Alberta on June 8th, 1922 and lived in 
Didsbury her entire life. She passed away quietly 
at the Didsbury Hospital on March 20th, 2010 
after a brief illness. 

Lois married Donald Shannon, also from 
Didsbury, in 1942 and they enjoyed many happy 
years together until his untimely death in 1982. 
She was also predeceased by her brother 
Clarence A. (Hoop) Cunningham of Taber in 
1999. 

She is survived by her sister Alma Shannon, her 
son Richard (Leanne) Shannon, her daughter 
Kathleen Dobson, her granddaughter Rachel 
(Andrew) Zollinger, her grandson Mark Shannon 
and her beloved great grandson Sam Andrew 
Zollinger, all of Calgary. She is also survived by 
numerous nieces and nephews, great nieces and 
nephews and great-great nieces and nephews on 
both sides of her extended family. 

In the early years, Lois followed her husband's 
travels in the road construction business, keeping 
house for her family in a “modest" trailer and 
often cooked meals for the crew in primitive cir¬ 
cumstances. Lois also worked in the retail busi¬ 
ness in Calgary during WW1I and in Didsbury in 
later years. She was a volunteer at the Didsbury 
Hospital and the Didsbury Museum and her 
advice was often sought as the Museum tried to 
identify old pictures from their archives. She was 
very involved in planning and organizing many 
Didsbury School Reunions and took great plea¬ 
sure in keeping in contact with her classmates. 
Lois was voracious reader and kept a meticulous 
diary of the books she had read, noting her com¬ 
ments on the quality of the author’s writing, the 
propriety of the subject matter and the language 
used in particular books, many of which failed to 
meet her standards! She took great pride in the 
career and personal accomplishments of her chil¬ 
dren and grandchildren. She was also an avid stu¬ 
dent of history and geography and particularly 
enjoyed her trips to the British Isles and British 
Columbia with Kathleen and followed with keen 
interest Rachel’s travels in Europe and the Middle 
East and Mark's adventures in Australia and 
Southeast Asia. 

Lois took tremendous pleasure in her home and 
garden and in keeping up with friends and fami¬ 
ly. She lived independently on her own terms in 
her home until a series of health issues, beginning 
in late 2009. caused her to spend a few weeks in 
the hospital. Her passing marks the end of an era 
for the Cunningham and Shannon families, who 
settled in Didsbury in the early part of the 20th 
century. 

Lois Shannon lived a quiet life of personal 
integrity and she will be greatly missed by her 
family and friends. A celebration of her life will 
be held at a time and place to be announced at a 
later date.
